STATISTICAL   REPORTS 

Enrollment

There  was  a  decrease  of  3  in  the  actual  enrollment  at  elementary 
level  and  in  increase  of  3  at  the  secondary  level  so  that  there  is  no 
change  of  enrollment  at  present.  The  size  of  last  year's  graduating 
class  in  relation  to  the  entering  class  caused  this  situation.  The  cen- 
sus returns  indicate  it  will  be  several  years  before  the  graduating 
class  will  be  larger  than  the  entering  class.  It  seems  as  though  the 
enrollments  at  elementary  level  will  show  increase  for  the  next 
several  years.  There  may  be  a  slight  decrease  in  enrollment  at 
secondary  level  for  the  next  few  years.  These  statements  are  predicat- 
ed upon  the  population  remaining  stable. 

Instruction 

There  was  only  one  change  in  personnel  since  last  year.  Mr. 
Schnare  resigned  to  acccept  a  position  in  Franklin.  The  district  was 
fortunately  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  Paul  Pierce  who  ha  J 
served  as  teaching  principal  in  New  Durham  for  two  years  previously. 
With  all  other  teachers  returning  the  school  has  operated  well  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  district  is  indeed  fortunate  to  continue  to  have 
all  positions  filled  by   able   conscientious   teachers. 

The  continuance  of  the  handwriting  services  is  paying  di\  - 
idends  in  that  the  general  level  of  legibility  and  neatness  is  high. 
This  is  an  area  that  can  easily  be  neglected  and  it  is  worth  while  to 
maintain  high  standards  for  all  pupils. 

The  work  of  Mrs.  Kelley  in  the  area  of  music  instruction 
culminates  in  the  public  performances.  This  year  combined  group: 
of  upper  grade  children  produced  a  fine  Christmas  program  at  the 
Hood  School.  The  boys  and  girls  will  put  on  a  performance  in  the 
spring  and  the  musical  portion  of  the  graduation  is  always  a  pleas- 
ing addition. 

There  are  several  new  additions  to  our  text  book  materials.  New 
arithmetic  texts  were  procured.  A  beginning  was  made  in  the 
English  field  in  the  replacement  of  the  texts  in  that  area.  Suppl*"- 
mentary  materials  were  also  provided. 

Providing  several  texts  in  a  given  area  such  as  geography  and 
history  in  an  attempt  to  develop  beginning  research  technique  and 
to  develop  habits  of  critical  reading.  One  difficulty  that  pupils 
experience  at  high  school  and  post  secondary  institutions  is  how  to 
attack  a  problem  involving  research.  By  introducing  it  in  a  simple 
form  at  elementary  level  a  start  is  made  in  the  right  direction.  In 
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addition  to  the  development  of  a  research  technique  the  pupil  is  also 
encouraged  to  read  critically.  The  acceptance  of  the  printed  word 
without  question  can  create  situations  where  a  student  is  easily 
swayed  by  propaganda.  By  the  development  of  a  questioning  mind  he 
develops,  it  is  hoped,  some  skill  in  sifting  out  the  true  from  the 
spurious. 

All  things  that  we  in  the  school  can  do  in  the  instructional 
area  to  develop  critical  thinking  at  the  same  time  we  are  providing 
for  fundamental  knowledge  will  result  in  better  citizenry. 

Budget 

The  overall  increase  in  estimated  expenditures  is  $2,088.21. 
This  increase  is  found  in  almost  every  area  but  the  areas  of  m- 
struction  and  auxiliary  activities  account  for  nearly  $2000  of  the 
increase.  A  more  detailed  analysis  of  the  budget  by  areas  is  possibly 
appropriate. 

Administration 

The  increase  in  this  area  is  primarily  in  supplies  and  expenses. 
The  actual  expenditures  in  1951-52  were  approximately  $300.  This 
item  comprises  local  and  supervisory  union  supplies  and  expenses. 
The  supervisory  union  portion  which  is  statutory  is  $111.14.  Of  the 
local  expense  of  $188.86  approximately  $100  is  for  school  telephones, 
$75  for  school  board  expense  which  includes  all  travel,  (attendance 
at  supervisory  union  and  state  meetings),  telephone  and  postage, 
$13.86  is  included  to  cover  supplies  used  by  the  principal  and  teach- 
ers for  administrative  bulletins,  printing  of  legal  notices  (vaccin- 
ation et  al)- 

Instruction 

The  whole  amount  of  increases  in  this  item  occurs  in  salaries. 
This  item  covers  the  regular  teachers  salaries  plus  handwriting 
and  music.  In  light  of  the  diminishing  supply  of  qualified  teachers 
the  necessity  of  meeting  the  competition  of  other  districts  to  retain 
the  service  of  qualified  teachers  is  self  evident.  This  increase  is 
common  to  nearly  all  districts  in  the  state. 

Operation 
The   only   increase   here   is   in   janitors   salary.    The   service   re- 
quired of    and    given    by    your    janitor    make    this    increase    almost 
mandatory. 

Auxiliary    Activities 

The  big  increase  in  this  item  is  transportation  of  school  child 

ren.  This  is  a  legal   responsibility  of   the  district.   Referring   to   the 

1946  report  the  trans])ortation  cost  was  $2000  with  29  pupils  being 

transported.    Our    current    transportat'ciii    involves    some    85    child- 
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ren  and  the  transportation  item  is  3  times  as  large  as  it  was  then. 
With  rising  costs  it  is  little  suprising  that  3  times  as  many  childrcp 
can  be  transported  at  3  times  the  expense. 

High  school  tutition  another  legal  obligation  of  the  district 
reflects  this  year  an  increase  in  tuition  rate  with  no  increase  m 
enrollment. 

The  increase  in  special  activities  is  to  allow  for  additional 
play  equipment  for  boys  and  girls  now  that  the  district  has  begun 
a  program  of  improving  the  play  ground  area. 

Fixed  Charges 
The  increase   in   retirement   reflects   increased    teacher    salaries. 

Income 
This  area  is  difficult  to  estimate  in  a  legislative  year.  If  the 
budget  as  proposed  by  the  governor  is  adopted  by  the  legislature, 
it  is  possible  that  the  state  aid  may  be  increased  by  $2500  or  more. 
Such  an  increase  would  wipe  out  estimated  expenditures  so  that  the 
levy  could  be  slightly  reduced.  The  debt  service  also  is  decreasing 
slightly  each  year.  In  addition  this  year's  budget  (1953-54)  is  the 
next  to  the  last  payment  on  the  short  term  note  of  the  district.  These 
two   factors   are   favorable   ones   for   the   district. 

Conclusion 

The  expansion  of  current  demands  in  our  modern  educational 
concept  of  educating  the  whole  child  has  resulted  in  the  use  of 
teacher  aids  to  a  greater  extent  so  that  the  teaching  process  can 
proceed  at  a  more  rapid  and  efficient  pace.  The  Chinese  proverb 
"One  picture  is  worth  a  thousand  words"  is  a  statement  that  is  one 
basis  for  the  extended  use  of  visual  aids.  As  the  film  strip  library 
is  increased  and  expanded,  the  teachers  can  be  in  a  position  to  en- 
hance  the   educational  opportunities   for  children. 

It  will  also  enable  us  to  expand  our  curriculum  offerings. 
There  are  some  educational  services  that  are  being  off'ered  in- 
creasingly throughout  the  country  that  as  yet  have  not  been  oflFered 
to  the  pupils  of  Chester.  The  need  for  the  services  of  a  physical 
educator  who  will  help  achieve  "a  healthy  mind  in  a  healthy  body"  is 
dramatized  by  the  incidence  of  a  remedial  physical  faults  in  the 
young  adults  of  our  country.  A  small  investment  in  this  area  may 
and  can  return  big  dividends. 

A  second  area  that  needs  consideration  is  an  expanded  guidance 
program.  The  work  of  the  class  room  teacher  is  decidedly  valuable 
in  this  area.  A  guidance  person  can  coordinate  class  room  activities 
so  that  there  is  less  waste  of  human  resources  as  well  as  finance. 
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The  expansion  of  the  educational  services  has  been  delayed  by 
increasing  costs  caused  by  increasing  enrollments  and  the  higher 
prices  of  an  inflationary  spiral.  These  services  can  perhaps  be 
provided  v^^hen  a  stable  economy  permits  long  range  planning. 

It  continues  to  be  a  pleasant  duty  to  work  where  citizens, 
parents,  pupils,  teachers  and  elected  officials  are  concerned  with 
the  advancement  of  the  education  of  children.  It  is  a  privilege  to 
work  under  such  conditions  and  to  try  to  plan  for  increase  educational 
opportunities  for  all  children.
